He found, on enquiry, that 
the person to whom the pension was granted had died long 
ago, and therefore stapped the pension. The deceased pen- 
sioner’s heirs appealed to the Government of Bombay, and 
the Government asked the Baroda Darbar to continue the 
pension to them. The Darbar did not approve of this pro- 
posal, aad referred the matter to the Government of India. 
The Government of India has docided that the. pension should 
be continued to the pensioner’s heirs as a hereditary petr 
sion. Our contemporary expresses great surprise at this. 
The story is undoubtedly a strange one. But we think it is 
absolutely unfounded. If the facts are as they have been 
stated, it is simply inconceivable that the Government of 
India should have insisted upon the pension being given to the 
pensioner’s children.
